ADMIRAL SAMPSON GIVES HIS 
LANDLUBBER ADVISERS A BIT OF 
HIS MIND. ; 


O wonder brave and skilful Admiral 
N Sampson (of whom we give another life- 
like Sketch) chafed at the fetters put 
upon his naval movements by the Washington 
Navy Board. Here the gallant Admiral had 
blockaded Havana, bombarded San Juan de 
Puerto Rico, and inspired the valorous act which 
made young Hobson famous in the Annals of the 
Sen—and what practical progress had he made 
with the War against Spain for the liberation of 
Cuba? Virtually, little or none! It was under 
these discouraging circumstances (according to 
Dalziel's New York agent) that 
Sampson Remonstrated with the 
Washington Admiralty. 
- A long despatch is reported to have arrived at 
Washington on Saturday from Admiral Sampson. 
It is described as being almost equivalent to an 
ultimatum to the Government, inasmuch as he

Fighting at Guantanamo. 

We learnt from Renter's Special Service man 
that on June 10 a force of American marines 
landed, pitched their tents about the smoking 
ruins of the outer fortifications of Guantanamo, 
Cuba, and hoisted the American flag. Forty 
men from the Oregon landed in the morning and 
occupied the left entrance to the bay, until, at 
three o'clock, the troop-ship Panther arrived 
with 600 marines, commanded .by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Huntington. i 

Within half-an-hour they had burned the 
buildings of the Spanish camp, and set fire to

The whole operations of silencing the Spanish 
guns and landing the marines were effected 
without difficulty, 'The cruiser Marblehead, backed 
by the Vixen and Dolphin, opened fire on the 
earthworks on the previous day. The shores to 
the right of the entrance to the bay were lined 
with guns and rifle-pits, but the Spaniards 
stampeded after firing a few shots. A small 
Spanish gun-boat came down from Guantanamo 
to help the shore batteries, but returned imme-

use the marines to capture the city. The days 
were devoted to signalling and the nights to 
watching against a torpedo surprise, without & 
chance of action. 

This was wearing the officers and men out, | 
especially nfter the torpedo-boat episode of a few 
nights ago. The strain on the captains was 
tremendous, and the crews could not stand it 
either. It was nevertheless necessary for him to 
keep the vessels close up, so that there should be 
no possibility of the Spaniards making their 
escape.

A Fresh Army Corps Despatched from. 
Key West to Cuba. 


We had it from the Daily Mail Correspondent 


‘that he learnt from the Washington War 


Department that 773 officers and 14,564 men 
sailed from Key West for Santiago de Cuba last 
Monday on board thirty-two transports. 

The transports were escorted by war-ships, 


Fierce Engagements 

followed at Guantanamo on Saturday afternoon 
and Sunday morning last. There was first of 
all some desultory firing on the American 
pickets, who were driven in, though they after- 
wards rallied and repulsed the advancing 
Spaniards. ‘Lieutenants Neville and Shaw and 
the advance pickets were captured. Assistant- 
Surgeon Gibbs, Sergeant Smith, and two privates 
were killed, and Corporal Glass was wounded. 

The battalion of marines formed three sides 
of a hollow square about their camp. Below in 
the bay the American men-of-war left by 
Admiral Sampson to support them lay at anchor. 
The Spaniards fought from their cover until 
midnight, discoverable only by the flashes of 
their rifles. These flashes alone guided the 
American fire. Wherever they appeared an 
answering volley was poured in by the marines. 

While the fight was going on, the launch of 
the Marblehead, with a machine-gun in the bow, 
steamed up the bay, and enfiladed the Spanish 
position, doing, it is believed, considerable 
execution. As night came on the 


War-Ships Threw their Search-Lights 
on shore, and these occasionally showed parties 
of Spaniards stealing from cover to cover. When- 
ever these were discovered they were greeted 
with volleys of carbine-fire from the marines 
lying on the edge.of the camp-ridge or from the 
machine-gun on the launch. f 

Shortly after midnight the most formidable 
attack was made. 'The Spaniards charged in 
gallant style up the south-west slope, but were 
met by repeated volleys from the marines. The 
main body broke before they were a third of the 
way up the hill, but detachments pushed on 
close up to the camp—-near enough, in fact, for 
the officers to use their revolvers. Three! 
Spaniards even got through the open line of the ! 
Americans to the edge of the camp, but were | 
unsupported, and ran down the reverse side of

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the hill, a Cuban who had acted as guide to 
the Americans taking shots at them with bis 
revolver. 

Surgeon Gibbs was shot in the head while 
standing in front of his tent and died ten 
minutes later. He was^formerly in practice in 
New York, where he was very popular, and 
entered the service when hostilities began. 

The two privates killed are named Dunphy 
and McColgan. Both were shot through the 
head, the Mauser bullets making large wounds, 
showing the closeness of the range. 


Lieutenants Neville and Shaw, 


who commanded the outlying pickets near 
Guantanamo, and regarding whose fate grave 
apprehensions were entertained, returned to 
camp on Monday greatly exhausted. 

During the night of the engagement they were 
surrounded by a superior force, but held their 
ground, firing almost continuously. They lost 
one man, but believe they inflicted heavy loss on 
the enemy, who, to their knowledge, lost five 
men killed. Further reinforcements and twc 
guns were landed from the Tegas,

day received a despatch from Admiral Sampson 
saying that Lieutenant Blue had just made a 
tour of observation over seventy miles of San- 
tiago Harbour, and reports that the whole 
Spanish Fleet is there.

=e is expceted to return to Windsor early next 
week. 


The Prince of Wales’s Visit to Reading last 
Saturday incited a loyal demonstration in the prosperous 
biscuit town the Palmers have enriched with memorials of 
their great liberality. H.R.H. and Prince Christian were 
welcomed by Lord Wantage, Lord Lieutenant of Berkshire. 
and escorted by yeomsnry through the gaily decorated 
streets to Reading College, where the Prince of Wales 
unlocked the north door with a gold key, and entered 
the building amid the -cheers of the large and 
fashionable company present. The Prince then proceeded 
to the College, where the National Anthem ‘was’ sung, 
and after a prayer by the Bishop of Oxford, H.R.H. 
formally opened the new buildings, the object of .which is 
to further promote the study of science, art, literature, and 
agricultural subjects. A P.I.P. Artist gives a sketch of 
this annexe. Subsequently the Prince inspected the 
College and afterwards took luncheon in thé Queen’s 
Hall, where Prince Christian and others were also the 
guests of Lord Wantage. Replying to the toast of 
the Royal Family, His Royal Highness expressed 
regret at the absence of the Princess of Wales and 
the Duke of York, remarking that the latter could not 
be present owing to his naval duties. “The Prince also 
intimated that Mr. Walter Palmer, of Reading, had con- 
tributed £4000 towards the College fands. Later the Prince 
of Wales, accompanied by Prince Christian and Lord and 
Lady Wantage, drove with an escort of the Berks 
Yeomanry to the railway station along an extended route. 
The special train conveyed the Royal visitors to Wantage, 
where the rest of the week end was spent, the Princess of 
Wales joining the Prince there on Sunday. 


The Prince returned to town on Monday, and held a 
Levée at St. James’s Palace on behalf of the Queen. In the 
evening the Prince and Princess went to the Opera. Ascot 
was the attraction for them subsequently—as T.R.H. proved 
the centre of attraction at Ascot. ;

The Marquis of Salisbury Acquires a Fresh 
Bit of China Opposite Hong-Kong.—The Prime 
Minister not improbably found himself the other day 
warbling the refrain of an old song : ** She may go-o-o, she 
may go-o-o, she may go to Hong-Kong for me!" Why? 
Why, for the reason given by him in the House of Lords 
last Monday. The Earl of Camperdown asked the Prime 

Linister whether he could give the House any information 

ith reference to the reported acquisition of territory at 
Hong-Kong. The Marquis of Salisbury, having explained 
that he was not yet in possession of the exact text, 
eontinued : What has happened has been this. The 
opportunity has been taken to remedy a want that 
has been felt for a long time, not only to give a 
slight extension to the colony of Hong-Kong, but also 
to make it strategically safe. A territory that did not 
belong to Hong-Kong but to China so far commanded 
the colony that in case of war we should be put to a certain 
disadvantage. Recent events have made the Chinese Govern- 
ment more sensible of the possibility of unexpected occur- 
rences happening in their empire, and they quite understand 
and quite value the solicitude that is displayed for the main- 
tenance of peace and the maintenance of the commercial 
interests of Great Britain, which the noble Lord justly says 
are those of the whole world, against any action that might 
occur. 'They have met us very frankly and fairly in the 
matter. We have not disturbed more than possible their 
domestic civil organisation; we have merely taken those 
precautions which, from the position of Hong-Kong and 
the nature of the ground around it, would seem to our 
military experts to be necessary. I have every reason to 
believe that the object we had in view has been fully 
attained. (Cheers.)

. The United States and Hawaii.—Considerable 
interest has centred in Hawaii since the outbreak of 
the war, and America has been credited with a strong 
desire to annex the islands asa fighting base.

'To most people the South Sea Islands 
indicate that Hawaii is within a very short distance of 
these islands, roughly considered to be in the same group.
